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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant has not shown that the dispersing or 
mixing step does not disperse paper pieces into individual fibers as does the applied art. The applicant must provide evidence that 
'dispersing' of the claim does not break down the paper pieces into fibers. 

An Interview was conducted on 1 0/1 9/201 1 to discuss the arguments with Attorney Fiener. The examiner repeated that the term 
'dispersing' in the art meant that paper pieces were broken down into fibers and presented the teachings of SMOOK as evidence. The 
examiner agreed that for the method claims if it could be shown that the paper pieces do not break down that the combination applied for 
obviousness would be withdrawn. The examiner suggested the filing of a 132 declaration to show that the paper pieces in the invention are 
substantially intact and not broken down during the dispersing step. The examiner stated that the declaration would be considered after 
final. 
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
